This budget stands out in our history as a product of a compulsory new way of 
doing things. Because of the Covid 19 pandemic, we have to adapt to a new 
shift of delivering services to our people. 

Although we could not physically went out to all wards to seek inputs from our 
stakeholders and community members, it gives me pleasure to note that the 
municipality has used various communication channels to consult with our 
people. I can now proudly say that the budget I’m presenting here today is the 
product of the municipality, our community and stakeholders. 

The Final budget I am presenting here today was prepared in line with our 
Integrated Development Plan and in terms of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act No 53 of 2003. The IDP and MFMA remain the cornerstone 
of every developmental and people friendly budget, a critical tool for effective 
governance and proper planning. This final budget is presented in line with the 
assumptions and needs of our people, taking into consideration the limited the 
resources at our disposal. 

We remain committed to the realization of our five Key Performance Areas 
which are: 

• Good Governance and Public Participation 

• Municipal Transformation and Organizational Development 

• Basic Infrastructure and Service Delivery 

• Local Economic Development and 

• Municipal Financial Viability and Management 

We are still guided by the 2009 ANC Manifesto which has identified five priority 
areas to improve the living conditions of our people. These are: 

• Creation of decent work and sustainable livelihood 

• Education 

• Health 
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• Rural development, Food Security and Land Reform 

• The fight against crime and corruption 

In his State of the Province address on 27 February 2020, Premier Stanley 
Mathabatha said his 6th administration is anchored on the following priorities: 

• The building of a capable, ethical and developmental state 

• The transformation of economy and job creation 

• Education, skills and health 

• The delivery of reliable and quality basic services 

• The transformation of human settlements and the strengthening of local 
government 

• Social cohesion, safe communities, and, above all, 

• The building of a better Africa and a better world. 

As Musina Local Municipality, we will work with the Province in local level to 
make sure that the above priorities are realized. 

Let me quote the words from our President Cyril Ramaphosa when he 
delivered the State of the Nation Address on 13 February 2020. He said: “It is 
about the critical actions we take this year to build a capable state and place 
our economy on the path to recovery.

• Masisi Sports Facility: Completed but the project is experiencing 
water challenges 

• Muswodi Community Hall: Construction phase 

• Nancefield Ext 9 & 10 concrete paved road (2km): Construction phase 

• Manenzhe Sports Facility: Construction phase

prices. These are all the effects of globalization and as a municipality, we are 
also part of this unpleasant situation.
